In response to the Restriction Requirement of 8/25/2006, Applicant elects invention n, Claims 
15-26. Applicant further elects the species of FIGS. 5 and 6 for the orthopaedic guide and the 
species of FIG. 7 for the surgical component. 

In a telephone interview with Examiner on August 29, 2006, Applicant proposed amending 
claims 2-14 to depend from claim 15. Examiner agreed that with claims 2-14 depending from 
, claim 15 to further specify features of the orthopaedic guide, claims 2-14 are now part of 
Invention II and claims 2-26 will be prosecuted together. It is noted that claims 2-4, 15-19, 21, 
and 25 are generic to all of the species identified by Examiner.
